W. R. Curtis, of Washington, was de- 
sired on the stand, but had become ill 
during the day. 

Upon reconvening of federal court today, 
J. W. O. Steriey, chief clerk in the 
Savannah office of United States engi- 
neers, resumed the stand. Mr. Erwin 
tendered blank specifications for the 
1692 contract, explaining its relevancy 
in oonnection with the letter of Carier 
to the secretary of state of West Vir- 
ginia, asking for a certified charter of 
the Atlantic Contracting Company, for 
which Carter had paid $5 from his own 
private funds ten days before the bids 
on the contract were opened. The bids, 
said, were to have been operied Au- 
20. but the advertisement was re- 
the bids submitted returned 
Subsequentiy there was a 
new advertisement and an opening of 
bids on September 1!7, 1892. 

The conclusion he would show, he said, 
was that Carter was a partner in the 
Atlantic Contracting, Company, in which 
the defendants were the holders of near- 
ly all the stock. Carter’s letters to the 
secretary of state of \-,est Virginia, he 
said, was the earliest known connection 
of the office of engineers with the con- 
tracting company. 

Osborne Questions Sterley. 

Mr. Osborne’s questioning of Mr. Ster- 
ley andicated that no understanding be- 
tween Carter and the defendants was 
required for Carter to have kndwn that 
the Atlantiz Contracting Company was a 
bidder on the contract. The inquiry to 
the secretary of state, Mr. Osborne held, 
was natural, and the specifications had 
been requested by the Atlantic Contract- 
ing Company, but Mr. Sterley did not 
bear out this view, saying that the in- 
quiry should have been made after the 
bids had been opened. No reference 
was made by the defense to the payment 
from Carter's own funds. 

Mr. Erwin drew from the witness that 
the Atlantic Contracting Cempany should 
not ‘have written for specification and in- 
ferred there was unierstanding among 
the alleged conspirators that the bid of 
the company would be offered. Mr.

CARS IN TIME 


Lumber Merchants Will Re- 
sist Order of the 
Railroads,

Brunswick, Ga., February 2.—(Special.) 
The lumber merchants and crosstie deal- 
ers of Brunswick held a meeting this 
afterrioon for the purpose of taking some 
action against the new rule of the rail- 
roads, allowing lumber men only forty- 
eight hours in which to discharge cars 
loaded with lumber.

He left™ 
the city tonight and will confer wiih 
Judge Atkinson as well as representa- 
tives of the Southeastern Car” Associa- 
tion. 

A telegram was received taday from a 
representative of the above association 
announcing that efforts were being made 
to get the railroads not to enforce the 
new rule until] the matter could be set-+ 
tled by the Georgia railroad commission.

Director North’s Complaint. 
President Jordan, of the Southern 
; Cotton Association, has won his fight 
to have the census bureau divulge in- 
formation in its possession regarding 
unginned cotton, though it required a 
congressional resolution to bring Di- 
rector North to the requisite consent. 

The charge of unreasonableness 
and inconsistency which Mr. North 
petulantly brought against the South- 
ern Cotton Association applies rath 
er to his own course in connection 
with reports on the south’s cotton 
crop. President Jordan's contention 
was that the director was with- 
holding information calculated to 
steady the market and minimize the 
pernicious speculative tendency, ani 
he asked that jhe census bureau 
do all in its power toward cooperat- 
ing in the task of giving the country 
a fair estimate of the total yield. 

Director North replied to this re- 
quest with the answer that it has 
“not been customary” to furnish the 
figures asked, and that he saw no 
logic in deviating from established 
rules on the demand of ‘private in- 
dividuals.” | 

The gist of the situation is as fol- 
lows: 

The queries which the bureau sends, 
out to ascertain the amount of cotton 
ginned for publication in its mid- 
January report include a request for 
information bearing on the quantity 
of the staple yet to be ginned as 
well as the census bale weights. It 
follows, therefore, that when the 
director issued his recent estimate 
of cotton already ginned, he pos- 
sessed data from the ginners con- 
cerning cotton yet unginned—in 
other words, materia] with which to 
compile an approximate estimate of 
the total yield from the viewpoint of 
the ginning interests. 

But Mr. North did not offer for pub- 
lication the statistics touching on un- 
ginned cotton. He thus put the 
government, as well as the growing 
interests, in a precarious. position. 
The former, because within its pos- 
session were figures from which it 
was possible to arrive at an approxi 
mate estimate of the whole yield—or 
at least one more exactand less uncer: 
tain than the guesses of bear specula- 
tors and manipulating spinners. The
